It is 
surely not a matter of indifference 
to Britishers who live or are 
interested in China, that the Bri- 
tish University of Hong Kong is 
at-the moment probably the only 
‘University in this part: of .the 
‘world which is carrying’on its 
work:in peace.

In this connection it may be 
mentioned that sums aggregating 
to $114,094.08 are owing to the 
University by the Central and 
yarious provincial Governments 
in China,- on account .of. the 
tuition and boarding expenses of 
students sent by them.as Govern- 
ment ‘scholars to the University. 
These scholars—and they include 
students from Canton—have for 
some years been housed, fed, 
taught and ‘in some cases clothed 
and provided with pocket money.

“But the work of every one’ of 
the departments of the Medical 
Faculty is hampered by ‘the lack 
of laboratory, theatre and resi- 
dential facilities. It is to be sin- 
cerely hoped that there will be 
no unnecessary delay in carrying 
out the scheme for the rebuilding: 
of the Government Civil Hospi- 
tal. This rebuilding will meet 
some of the more urgent needs of 
the departments of Medicine, Sur- 
gery and Obstetrics and Gynaeco- 
togy, and will enable. the Univer- 
sity to make full use of the Rocke- 
feller Endowments.’ But there 
will still remain unfulfilled the de- 
mands ' of the departments of 
Physiology, Anatomy and Patho- 
logy.

Mr. Cook stated in an ‘interview 
published in. the Berlin “Trud” 
(Labour) that the International was 
rotten to the core and in articles 
and ‘interviews’ had accused the 
International nnd-some of the Bri- 
tish miners’ leaders of treachery 
and of being in the pay of the 
mine-owners. ' eae 

The declaration runs as follows: 

The International Committee 
takes notice with unqualified 
astonishment of the groundless 
and onensive attacks, which the 
secretary of the British Miners’ 

Federation, Cook, made against 

the Miners’ International during 

“his visit to Moscow. : 3 

The committee. regrets the re- 
cent entry of Comrade Cook into 
tne International Committee.. It 
has been obliged again and again 
to ward off attacks in Cook's vari- 
ous speecnes which are disturb- 
ing to the activity and the unity 
of the Miners’ International. 

The committee has no inten: 

tion of interfering with the pro- 
ceedings of organisations includ- 
ed in tne International, but at the 
fame time urgently requests the 
British Miners' Federation to use 
its influence with Cook to stop 
‘these attacks, .The committee 
further asks to know at ita next 
meeting whether the British Min-

Inquiries show that “Wang Shno- 
hua” is simply: 8 pseudonym and 
that the man's renal name is Ho 
Shu-lin. : After studying in Shang- 
hal, he went to Japan where he 
received his higher education in the 
Kyoto University. Following his’ 
graduation, he went to Harbin, 
where he started the Labour Union. 
Having made things too hot for him. 
self-there, he came to Shanghai and, 
In order to establish his labour 
status, entered one of the Japanese 
mills as an interpreter, not a 
labourer, be it noted. - oa 

‘He then joined. the General 
Labour Union here and was. very 
active in connection with its affairs, 
later begomin~ chairman. In thia 
porition, he did no work at all but 
operated under the name of Sung 
Ling.
